Wasuinerow, September A. It is certain that the 
nomination of Henry Roots Jackson as Minister to 
Mexico will be rejected by the Senate as on as it 
meets. Notwithstanding the legal opinion of Mr. 
Garland, the Republican Senators all hold that Mr. 
Jackson is not eligible to an office under this Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Garland held that the pardon by 
Johnson of Jackson removed his political disabili- 
ties and put him upoo a par with other citizens. 
The Republican Senators will hold that this pardon 
did qualify Mr. Jackson to bold office until the Con- 
st.tution was amended in 1873. That amendment 
set up new restrictions for officeholders. It said 
that no one who had ever held an office under the 
Confederacy, civil or military, could be eligible to 
hold office under this Government unless Congress 
had previously removed his disabilities, This 
amendment will act as a bar to Mr. Jackson. The, 
Senators say that éverything is possible in an 
amendment to the Constitution. It is within the 
power of such an instrument to say that no foreign 
born citizen can hold office, or that a man with red 
hair shall be forever excluded. Prior to the passage 
of such an amendment, the foreign born ana the 
red haired would be eligible, but not afterwards. 
Jackson was eligible to ola prior to the amend- 
ment of the Constitution, but not . The 
question will probably be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee as soon as the Senate meets. Lawton, 
who was nominated Minister to Russia is a good 
lawyer. He saw, after examining this amendment 
carefully, that it ‘could not be Gonürmed and he 
withdrew upon that account.

Interesting Session To-Day of the Illinois 
Revenue Commission, 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPraTcu. 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL., September 24.—A little episode 
occurred this morning when Dr. Miller of Chicago, 
who has been stigmatized by the State Board of 
Equalization as a blackmasler, arose to make a 
statement to the Commission.

Charles Blechet Picked Up ina Lonely 
Spot, With a Bullet in His Brain—A 
Mysterious Woman in Black Sup- 
posed to be Implicated—The Dying 
Man's Statement—A Very Queer 
Story. 


About 9 o’clock last night, while R. C. Mu grove- 
yard-master of the Vandalia Road; James Butler.
